Lewis Announces New Contract 
With Owners Will Be Signed Today 


CINCINNATI, Ohio OU - Presi­ 
dent John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers announced 
today 
the union and the coal operators 
had settled their differences and 
would sign a contract today call­ 
ing 
for a $2.40 
a day 
wage in­ 
crease for about 200,000 northern 
soft coal miners. 
Lewis said the agreement would 
be signed at 3 p. rn. CST. 
The new contract, calling for a 
two step $2.40 a day wage boost, 
was scheduled to be signed Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
However, just before the signing 
ceremony, a disagreement devel­ 
oped 
on the interpretation 
of

provision relating to vacation pay. 
Lewis told the UMW convention 
in session here that the new con­ 
tract provides holiday pay during 
the Christmas season and on New 
Year’s Day. He said the difficulty

Editorial — By BRUCE BIOSSAT I 
America loves a great compet­ 
itor, and it has lost one of the fin- ;

•'Babe” Didrikson Zaharias.

question she was the 
greatest woman athlete of the mod­ 
ern erk*, and perhaps longer. She 
was not a one-sport nor even a 
two-sport performer. 
She could 
and did engage in virtually every 
kind of athletic endeavor conceiv­ 
able, usually with remarkable re­ 
sults. 
Her first great 
claim was in

meet held in Chicago in 1932, she

000,000 pounds of butter to support 
producers’ butterfat prices.

VISION SCREENING 
PROGRAM AT HTHS 
For the past week the public 
health nurses in the Saline county 
office of the Egyptian Health De 
partm ent have been very busy on 
a vision screening program at the 
Harrisburg Township high school 
The 
total enrollment 
in this 
school is 825 students and 785 of 
these students were seen by the 
nurses but 171 of them were not 
tested as they were already wear­ 
ing glasses and the public health 
nurses do not test children’s eyes 
if they are already wearing glass­ 
es, so they actually tested only 
614. Of this num ber 85 failed the 
first vision screening test. 
Forty 
of the students were either absent 
or did not report to have their 
eyes checked. 
On October 22 the nurses will 
return to the high school to re test 
the eyes of the 85 who failed the 
first vision screening test. 
After 
a student fails the first test and 
then fails on the re-test, the boy 
or girl is referred to the doctor 
of their choice for any further 
care and treatm ent. 
On October 22 if a boy or girl 
has failed the first test and fails 
on the re test a letter will be given 
to them advising the parents and 
the doctor to whom they report of 
the public health nurse’s findings 
This is a four-way program —the 
student, the school, the parent, and 
the doctor to whom the boy or 
girl will report. 
The program is 
only successful to the extent that 
eevryone does his job. 
The public health nurses sincere 
Iv hope that all eye difficulties and 
limitations 
for H arrisburg 
high 
school students will be corrected 
as a result of their findings in this 
vision screening program.

a strong fourth positimi in 1956 
There is no way to accurately 
estimate what effect this tremen 
dous program has had on business 
in the state. 
However, replies to 
a questionnaire sent to all persons 
who requested vacation material 
from the state, have shown evi 
dence that may mean a real boom 
year for hotels, motels, restaur 
ants, railroads, bus lines and re 
tailers catering to the traveling 
public. 
Twenty-two per cent of those re 
questing vacation material actual­ 
ly came to Illinois. 
Of this nu rn 
ber, 90 per cent came by car, five 
per cent by train, two per cent 
by bus and the remainder by mis­ 
cellaneous means. 
For the first 
time, the survey showed, some 
vacationers came by plane, train 
or bus and then hired rental cars 
at their destination. 
Once they 
arrived, 45 per cent stayed in mo- 
, leis, 24 per cent with friends and 
118 per cent in hotels, while the re 
mainder camped out or used trail 
er parks. 
Hodges also stated that many of 
the newly organized “ Land of Lin 
coin” tours by railroads and bus 
lines were attracting budget mind 
ed vacationers to Illinois.
